This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) requests, dated 
August 26, 2019, sent to the U.S. Department of Transportation (DOT) Office of 
Inspector General (OIG). You requested the following records: 

"A copy of the list or printout or database listing of Inspector General investigations 
closed/reports completed during calendar year 2015. If the list is organized by FY 
rather than calendar year, the FY 2015 list is sufficient for this request. If no central list 
or database exists, then I request copies of the cover sheet or first page of each IG 
report completed during calendar year 2015." 

Enclosed is a list of DOT OIG investigations that were closed during calendar year 2015. 
Some information was redacted or withheld pursuant to exemptions provided by the 
FOIA (5 U.S.C. §552(b)(6), (b)(7)(c)). 1 There are four (4) pages of documents responsive 
to your request, we are producing the 4 pages with redactions. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. 552(c) 
(2006 & Supp. IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to 
the requirements of the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our

An appeal must be received 
within 90 days of this determination and should contain any information and 
arguments you wish to rely on. The General Counsel's determination will be 
administratively final.
